.Now York city, reports that tho prolonged 
cold of la^l Winter taken iu connection with 
the iiuumnl humidity of tho atmosphere has 
resulted, not iu Now York only,but iu many 
other cities from Shrovepbrt, La., lo Stock- 
holm, Sweden, in a largely increased death 
rats. In New York the avsrago death rate 
increased twelve or fifteen per cent, while 
tho deaths from pneumonia and other pul- 
monary diseases nearly doubled. Dr. Harrio 
Hays tho only other Winter which at all com- 
pares in its fatality with tho last is that of 
18S5-3H. During last Winter cSiptheria mani- 
fested ilself with all Iho virulence of an 
epidemic. 
Next to children tho class that 


suffered the most consisted of persons over 
skty years of age, persons who were 
tuseasos ot the throat and luuga. 
Statistics 


published in the World show that in New 
1'ork tho average temperature wao not much 
lower than that of tho four Winters preced- 
ing. 
Nor was the atnonnt of rain and snow 


extraordinary, but there was a coincidence 
of protracted cold and moisture that was die 
astrous in its effects. 


In this city tho number of deaths in Janu- 


ary 1871 was twelvo. Of these six were of 
persons over fifty years old, but only ono 
attributable directly to advanced age.
